Raise Water Rate. 


The vote in favor of restoring the | 
water rate in effect last month, with | 
a basic rate of 500 cubic feet for $1, | 


was 23 to 6 Alderman I. N. Rags- 
dale and Councilman J, Allen Couch, 
leaders in the movement to reduce the | 
rate, joined with Alderman J. R./| 
‘Bachman and Alderman W. B. Harts- 
field in urging that the rate be in- 
creased for this year only to keep the | 
schools open. 

The higher rate is to produce about} 
$187,000 more than the rate which 
was to have gone in effect June 1. 
Council is to add about $113,000 to 
that by sacrificing a number of pub- 
lie improvements planned for’ the 
year.

Arguments will be made in supreme 
court June 16 on an appeal from the 
decision of Judge George P. Monroe, 
of Muscogee superior court, denying 
a new trial to Gervis Bloodworth and 
Willie Jones, under sentence to hang 
fer the murder of H. F. Underwood. 
The evidence in the case is now be- 
ing briefed by Assistant Attorney 
General T. R. Gress, preparatory to 
the hearing. 

Rloodworth and Jones were tried 
and convicted of the murder, late in 
1923, of Underwood, a traveling sales- | 
man, evidence at the trial pointing to 
robbery as the motive. The murder 
was one of the most atrocious in 
criminal annals of the state. 


The case attracted nation-wide ine! 
terest owing to the youth of the two 
siayers, both being under 20. Leading 
lawyers of middle Georgia were en- 
gaged in the trial. 

A motion for a new trial by the de- 
fense was denied by Judze Monroe, 
trial judge, and appeal to the supreme

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$500,000 FIRE 
DAMAGES FLEET 
ON MISSISSIPPI 


Vicksburg, Miss., June 5.—A fire 
tonight, which at times threatened 
the $3,000,000 fleet of the engineer- 
ing corps of the war department and 
the Mississippi river commission, de- 
etroyed the large machine shop, the 
big store room, the laundry, oil 
houses and a number of floating mess 
houses and barges equipped for levee 
work. The flames were discovered 
shorily after 8 o'clock and it was 
more than two hours before they 
were under control. lt was estimated 
hy officials the loss would be $500,-

Vicksburg fire department was able 
to do but little. The fire started in 
that portion of the building where 
the pump is located and thus the fleet 
water supply was cut off, None of 
the boats of the fleet had up steam 
and this prevented the removal of 
many of the banges to safety. With 
the aid of gas boats, some of the 
barges were moved from the danger 


zone. The fire did not extend to the 
upper fleet and none of the equip- 
ment kept there was damaged.

A temporary order signed by Judge

fore the ordinance vesting the elective 
power in council becomes effective. 

Judge Thomas is expected to 
decide Saturday whether the commit- 
tee has power to elect a chief of 
police. Regardless of the decision he 
makes appeal to higher court is al- 
most certain, 

Judge Thomas declared from the 
bench he saw only one point involved 
in the injunction case, and that was; 
whether council or the committee has 
the power to elect. Demurrer to the 
amendment of the petitioners is ecx- 
pected to be filed Saturday by the 
police committee on the ground that 
it injects into the case a subject-mat- 
ter entirely different from that of the 
petition it seeks to amend, in viola- 
tion of the practice law of the state. 

W ith Acting Chief E. L. Jett slated 
for chief, and former Assistant Chief 
A. I. Poole slated to retain his pres- 
ent rank. as patrolman, no change in 
the political line up in city council 
on the police situation was apparent 
at city hall Thursday.

Lowden. Illinois has been badly torn 
up in a bitter republican factional 
fight and the placing of Lowden on 
the national ticket might serve to 
pull the party together and save the 
state. He has been active in farm 
organization work for two years and 
is now well-known among farmers all 
over the middle west. 

Lowden’s Record Good. 


His record as governor of Illinois, 
when he introduced budget reform, 
made him a strong candidate at the 
republican convention in 1920. How- 
ever, an irregularity by a subordinate 
in charge of campaign funds had 
a good deal to do with keeping the 
presidential nomination for him. 

There is always the chance that the 
convention—as in 1920—will stam- 
pede unexpectedly. But Lowden is 
well known to all of the party leaders 


and to most of the delegates and that. 


is one of the reasons why some of 
those close to Coolidge expect him 
to be chosen. Hoover, it was re- 
marked, might be more __ readily 
chosen were the convention composed 
of bankers and business men. But 
the delegates are politicians and they 
regard Lowden as one of them. They 
respect Hoover and Dawes but both 
are looked upon as stellar figures 
moving in other orbits.

Another Woman Acquitted 


BELVA GAERTNER’S GIN PLEA AND SMILES EFFECTIVE 


Of Murder by Chicago Jury 


MEETING BITTERLY 


Chicago, June 5.—Mrs. Belva 
Gaertner was acquitted by a jury 
here Thursday night of theemurder of 
Walter Law, automobile salesman, 
whose body was found slumped over 
the steering wheel of her sedan the 
morning of March 12. 


Mrs. Gaertner’s attorneys had been 
‘so confident of her acquittal that they 
had waived their defense and their 
summation. Belva’s counsel had said 
in his opening address that the fair 
defendant was intoxicated the night 
Walter Law was killed and that she 
could not remember what happened. 

Mrs. Gaertner displayed little emo- 
tion when she heard the jury foreman 
report that she had been found not 
guilty. She said she had been ex- 
pecting to be set free. 

The jury, which retired at 4 p. m., 
returned to the court room at 11:12 
p. m., baving been out seven hours 
and 12 minutes. 


Mrs. Gaertner lost her composure 
and trembled as the prosecution ex- 
hibited bloodstained clothing she wore 
the night Walter Law, an automobile 
salesman, was shot and killed in her 
sedan. At previous sessions she had 
spent much of the time smiling at the 
men who were listening to evidence on 
which her fate depended. Belva 
changed her clothes for each morning 
end afternoon kaastele and she appa- 
rently was possessed of an unlimited 
supply. 

The case of Belva Gaertner has at- 
tracted wide attention because of her 
statements to the police that she and 
Law had flipped a coin in her auto 
mobile to see who should kill the 
orher. Under the arrangement, the 
survivor was to commit suicide. The 
decision to end their live; was reached 
after both had consumed quantities of 
gin. Mrs. Gaertner since has claimed 
that she did not remember what hap- 
pened because she was intoxicated.

Washington, June 5.—The sincerity 
of Senator Ralston’s preference not to 
be regarded as a candidate for the 
democratie presidential nomination is 
undoubted.

Nevertheless, some of those leaders 
are reluctant to accede to any re- 
quest from Senator Ralston to be 
eliminated.

Washington, June 5.—After six 
months of sensational investigating, 
involving many attempts to dispute 
its authority, the senate has formal- 
ly asked the attorney general to carry 
the question of senatorial authority 
to the supreme court to. determine 


The out- 
come of this fight will have a deci- 
sive effect upon all future’ investigat- 
ing activities of congress. 

The Daugherty case will be used as 
the vehicle. The senate voted Thurs- 
day to request Attorney Geurral 
Stone to gv to the supreme court !n 
an effort to overturn the Ohio cvurt 
in upholding Mal Daugherty, broth- 
er of the former attorney general, 
who defied the Brookhart committee 
to compel him te testify, The vote 
was 7U to 2, Pepper, of Pennsylvania, 
and Spencer, of Missvuri, voting ao. 

Preamble Irks Willis. 

The resolution also authorizes the 
Brookhart committee to employ coun- 
sel to assist the attorney general in 
the case, under an amendment by 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, demo- 
crat. Senator Pepper objected to 
this amendment, and announced he 
would uppose the resolution because of 
it, holding that the senate was not 
a party to the dispute. 

Senator Willis, of Ohio, who-wts 
the champion of Daugherty during the 
fight in the senate on the former at- 
‘torney general, attempted to have

The hour for returning the 
bills was fixed at 9 because at 10+ 
oclock a hearing on habeas corpus 
writs instituted by Attorney Clar- 
ence Darrow in behalf of the slayers 
will commence. Darrow has been at- 
tempting to have the two slayers ad- 
mitted to bail. 

Unless Crowe changes his plans, 
Leopold and Loeb will be taken into 
court next Monday for arraignment. 
Clarence Darrow, chief counsel for 
the two youths, will meet Crowe for 
a conference Friday morning, follow- 
ing the return of the indictments and 
the hearing on the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. 

It is understood that defense coun-

Mr. Stephens declared life insur- 
ance and trust companies have much 
in common. ‘Trust companies can 
protect insurance’ estates of  far- 
sighted men who wish to see that their 
own business judgment is extended in- 
definitely into the future. Insurance 
estates otherwise are limited to lump 
Suin payments or to annuity pay- 
ments. Insurance policies can escape 
the risks entailed by leaving large 
sums of money to inexperienced 
widows, if they are made payable in 
trust to the trust companies or trust 
departments of banks. These institu- 
tions go on and on forever, he said, 
even though their oficers may die or 
be moved away from time to time. 
They are permanent, and are capable 
of administering estates indefinitely. 


Trust agreements e¢an be drawn to 
provide that the trustee may meet 
changing conditions or emergencies 
as_they occur. Elastic arrangements 
of that kind are not possible other- 
wise, Mr. Stephens said, inasmuch as 
the courte have held that a life in- 
surance poliey is a contract which 
must be observed to the letter.

Shippers and receivers of freight 


throughout the southeast, comprising 
the Southeast Shippers’ Regional Ad- 
visory board, will hold their first an- 
nual meeting at the Ansley hotel 
Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock and 
close their session with a banquet 
et the Ansley at 7 o'clock that night. 

Mayor Walter A. Sims will wel- 
come the conference, The principal 
address will be delivered by Janes 
A. Emery, general counsel of the 
National Association of Mannfac- 
turers, who will discuss “Economic 
(juestions and Political Answers.” 
Other speakers will include Frank 
W. Shealy, chairman of the railroad 
commission of South Carolina; Lin- 
rolin Green, assistant to the president 
of the Southern railway, and M. J. | 
Gormley, chairman of the car serv- 
ice division of the American Rail- 
war association, Washington, D. C. 

Settling Disputes in Peace. 

In his annual report to be sub- 
mitted at the meeting, A. G. T. 
Moore. traffic manager of the South- 
ern Pine association and general 


chairman of the Southeast board, re- 
views the arcomplishments of the} 
beard and sets forth some of the out: | 
standing settlements which the board | 
has effected without recourse to state | 
or federal regulatory bodies, and all | 
‘of which have heen settled to the 
mutual satisfaction of shippers and 
carriers interested. These inelude, 
among others, speeding up the moee- | 
ment of perishables, uniform rating | 
of sawmills, elimination of detention | 
to cars at cotton compresses, and | 
epeeding up generally the movement | 
of freight through terminals. 

On the docket for discussion at the 
meeting is the need for immediate 
stimulation of early movement of all 
commodities and a definite program 
on the part of all interests through 
individual solicitation and publicity 
to effect as great a movement as pos- 
sible in advance of the seasonal de- 
mands, This, Mr. Moore explained, 
is in an endeavor to take the load 
from the peak weeks when the field 
crops are moving and to spread it 
over a period when the carriers are fn 
a better position to handle the ton- 
nage. 


Moore Gets Results. 
Shippers of the southeastern states 


assert that Mr. Moore himself 
through sheer force of personal quali- 
fications has pegged the ideals for 
this board, which is the second in 
point of organization of a series of 
12 boards, 10 of which are already 
established in other territories of the 
United States. Endowed with prodi- 
gious energy, which is balanced by a 
fine sense of values, Mr. Moore elee- 
trifies every group with which he 
comes in contact. The shippers must 
work with the railroads, definitely, 
whole-heartedly, he says, to get better 
transportation, and he proceeds to 
show the necessity of this with a 
gripping conviction backed up by a 
convincing array of economic and 
technical facts, 

_“The principle of informal negotia- 
tions between the railroads and their 
users, of determining first the rela- 
tive truths about their relationships 
and of recognizing them as a basis 
for direct dealing, represents the 
basic principle upon which the re- 
gional board organizations are build- 
ed,” he explained. “The whole pur- 
pose of this organization is to pro- 
vide a method by which buyers and 
sellers of transportation can sit down 
and adjust informally transportation 
difficulties. No railroad is represent- 
ed or has power of vote in the re- 
gional board organization,”’ continued 
Mr. Moore. ‘‘However, definite com- 
mittees of railroad officials are ap- 
pointed to negotiate upon call with 
the committees of the board and with 
the board itself. The railroads take 


‘un active part in the deliberations of 


every board, utilizing the dockets of 
each meeting for’ bringing — service 
questions to the attention of shippers 
and receivers of freight in their dis- 
trict.” 

Predict Car Needs. 

“The southeast shippers’ regional 
advisory board, for example, has 16 
commodity committees, representative 
of the production and shipping of the 
eight southeastern states,” he said. 
“These coysmittees survey as accurate- 
ly as possible activity in their own 
industries and from these analyses we 
present to the railroads information 
about future ¢ar requirements. 
we can predict future transportation 
needs in the southeast for only 60 
days in advance, we will have gone 
a long way toward eliminating those

COOLIDGE ADDRESSES 
REAL ESTATE BOARDS 


Washington, June 5.—The real 
estate men of the country were urged 
by President Coolidge in an address 
delivered today before the National 
Association of Real ‘Estate Boards to 
conduct their business with a view to 
mutuality of advantage to both buyer 
and seller. 

“The deal in which one side ‘gets 
the best of it’ is not good business,” 
the president said. “It does not pro- 
mote more business, or produce con- 
fidence in business generally. Former- 
ly there was a curious notion that if 
one side in a business transaction 
profited. the other must necessarily 
lose. If that were true, all business 
would be under suspicion and wise 
people who gtand aloof from it. The 
truth is that when two parties enter 
into a transaction by which each ex- 
changes something which he needs less 
for something he needs more, both 
sides are benefited. That is the ideal 
basis of all trade. and commerce. and 
it is the real basis of most transac- 
tions. 

“It is particularly the opportunity 
and duty of real estate men to main- 
tain such a standard. As a rule, 
their service is that of middlemen, 
bringing buyer and seller together. 
They will in the long run prosper if 
they are guided by the aim to render 
a real service to both sides. The 
transaction whose sole motive is the 
brokerage fee, whether or not it is 
earned by genuinely. benefiting the 
principals, is not commendable.” 

The real estate men had gathered 
on the south lawn of the white house 


and on opening his address the presi- 
dent greeted them as the “purveyors 


of cheer, confidence’ and soundly 
based optimism.” | 

“You are in a very literal sense 
the sellers of America,” he added. 
“You have sold it so well that it is 
recognized everywhere as the best 
buy in the world. 

“Your profession has given largely 
to leadership of the better housing 
and better homes movement through: 
out the country. Therein it has 
done much for the advancement of 
the community. We cannot hope 
that. good citizens will come from bad 
homes. There will always-be ex- 
ceptions, but on the whole the qual- 
ity of citizenship cannot be expected 
to rise much above the character of 
the home from which the citizens 
come. : 

“The ownership of 1 home, the feel- 
ing of independence that comes with 
possession of a bit of the earth, are 
among the most powerful incentives 
to high civic interest and usefulness. 
You men represent one of the strong 
practical forces working to make ours 
a nation of home owning families.”

MAY OR MAY NOT KAT.

I think I know how this particular 
popular~ delusion came about—not 
that all medical delusions arise in the 
Same way. I think that a few easy 
; or easy coming doctors have 
worried along without adequate waste 
basket equipment, and consequent!y 
a good deal of the rubbish which 
comes to a doctor via third class 
mail—nowadays some of it comes in 
first class mail—has found its way 
carelessly into the hands of patrons 
who perhaps picked up the interest- 
ing little booklet or the excellent imi- 
tation of a medical journal from the 
doctor’s reception room table. In such 
places the diet lists have always been 
featured. May eat; may not eat. All 
the lazy or incompetent doctor had 
to do was tear off the slip and hand 
it to the patient, if he happened to 
be that kind of-doctor and believed 
the patient was that kind of patient. 
In this way, I suspect, the popular 
delusion grew, and now it seems to 
be @ widespread notion of the laity 
that diet lists are ready made and la- 
beled with their respective diseases. 


An up-to-date bit of encouragement 
is given the delusion by the practice 
of at least one big life insurance com- 
pany, which has lately established, 
for the use of its policy holders if 
they desire it; a sort of free health 
service station called longevity serv- 
ice, which provides, among other 
things, “approved dietary lists.’”’

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Prominent Polk Lawyer 
‘Cites a Serious Defect 
In State’s License Tax 


Editor Constitution: I wish to call your 
attention to an act of the legislature passed 
at the extraordinary session of the gen- 
eral assembly in December, 1923. It is the 
purpose of this act impose an .occupa- 
tion or license tax upon foreign corpora- 
tions. I feel that this legislation is unfatr 
and that ‘t will prevent foreign capital 
from finding its way to Georgia for the 
purpose of investment.

The occupation or license tax on domestic 


corporations (see pages 34 and 35, Acts of 
the General. Assembly, Extraordinary Ses- 
sion, 1923), is determined by the amount 
of the capital stock of these corporations, 
the maximum amount being $1,000.00, which 
fs fixed cs an occupation or license tax 


on all corporations with capital stock of 
$6,000,000.60 or more. This principal is 
used as a basis for fixing the occupation 
or license tax on foreign corporations. 
Paragraph 49 of Section 2 of the Genera! 
Tax Act of this extraordinary session of 
the legislature provided that upon each 
agent or representative of any foreign or 
non-resident corporation there shall be as- 
sessed an occupation or license tax fixed 
in accordance with the capital stock of the 
corporation, the amount of this license tar 
being graduated in proportion to the amount 
of capital stock of the corporation. Bricfly 
stated, the purpose and effect of this act 
of the legislature apparently is to exact 


and collect the same occupation or license | 
tax from a foreign corporation’ which !s) 
capitalized at $6,000,000.00, though perhaps | 
onty one per cent of this -capital stock is | 
{invested in the state of Georgia, as is | 
exacted and collected of a domestic cor- | 
poration capitalized at a like amonnt, with | 
all of its capital stock invested in the’! 
state. There is the further provision of 
this act significant in that it exeepts in-| 
surance companies, sewing machine com- | 
panies, and companies doing or operating a 
reat estate or loan business. ; 

I have in mind an industrial corporation, | 
capitalized at $12,000,00.00, owning large! 
manufacturing plants in New York, Rhode | 
Yslaud, and Connecticut. This corporation 
has located a small industry in Georgiz, 
the total purchase price being approximate- 
ly $150,000.00, and is operating this smal 
plant in an experimental way, and, we 
hope, with the ultimate purpose of moving 
some, if not all, of its large industries to 
this state. In this particular case, there 
fs approximately two per cent of the cap- 
ital investment of the corporation operating 
in Georgia,eand yet it would seem that its 
annual occupation or license tax would be 
the maximom amount, to wit: $1,000.00. 
This forelgn corporation would pay the 
same occupation tax on an investment of 
approximately $150,000.00 that would be; 
required of a domestic corporation with | 
$6,000,000.00 invested in the state. If this 
same corporation had all of its $12,000,- 
000.00 of assets invested in Georgia, it 
would pay no greater occupation or license 
tax than would seem to be required from 
the small plant which is now being oper- 
ated. 

We think this scheme of taxation is fun- 
damentally wrong. It contemplates the 
collection of taxes on property, that is, 
the franchise or right, wherein the invest- 
ment which gives value to this franchise or 
property right {is located without the juris- 
diction of the taxing power. Of course, no 
ad valorem tax could be collected on any | 
species of yroperty located without the 
jurisdiction of the state. This woald be 
illegal; it would be unjust, Then, it oc- 
curs to me that there is no valid distinc- 
tion or difference in undertaking to collect 
an ad vatorem tax on property located 
outside of the state and in collecting an 
occupation or License tax on a franchise or 
property right which receives its increment 
of value from capital invested in other 
states. 

In my opinion, there are two serious 
objections to this legislation, In the first 
place, as above indicated, it is unfair and 
unjust. In the second place, it will have 
the effect of preventing foreign capital 
from finding its way to Georgia for invest- 
ment purposes. If we are to build up our 
state commercially and: make it the indur- 
trial and manufacturing center which we 
hope some day to have, we must see to it 
that we have no unfair, unjust or discrim- 
inate legis!ation against this foreign capital. 

Of course, foreign corporations shoul4 
pay an occupation or license tax. It would 
be unfair tv domestic corporations to ex- 
empt them from this burden entirely. 
However, it seems to me that the legis- 
lature should provide that the amount of 
this occupation or license tax to be paid 
by foreign industrial or manufacturing cor- 
porationg should be determined by the 
amount of the capital cf these corporations 
invested in Georgia. For illustration, if a

George Kelley, author of The 
Torch Bearers,’ which will be pro- 
duced by the Theater Guild of At- 
lanta, June 17 and 18, at the Ac.

Washington, June 3.—The 
court plan reported by a majority of 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee “could only result in creation of 
resentment among members of the 
present court and would be produc- 
tive of no good,’ Senator Swanson, 
of Virginia, ranking democratic mem- 
ber of the committee, declared in a 
radio address tonight. 

“If passed by the senate,” he said, 
“the Pepper plan makes it impossibie 
for the United States to become a 
member of this court. If the United 
States does not desire to join, it 
should say so in a frank, direct and 
manly -way, and not by indirection 
seek to injure an institution which is 
accomplishing so much good for world 
peace and international settlements. 

“The Pepper plan may be avail- 
able for political purposes, but it has 
not the slightest chance of ever being 
a practical method of obtaining the 
adherence of the United States to 
the statute creating the world court.”

New York, June 5.—Pronounced ir- 
regularity marked the course of stock 
prices in today’s market, which was 
given a spotty appearance by the 
active buying of low priced railroad 
shares and the depression of most in- 
dustrial issues on disturbing trade re- 


ports. Some contraction took place 
in the volume of business, but late 
trading was stimulated to some ex- 
tent by a reduction in the call money 
rate to 2 1-2 per cent. 

While the forward movemeni of 
rails progressed with considerable 
vigor, buying was confined chiefly to 
issues with speculative possibilities 
and few of the standard high grade 
stocks shared in the advance. The 
movement gave further indication of 
the changed public attitude toward 
this class of securities with the dan- 
ger of adverse legislation removed. 

Seliing pressure against industrial 
shares was concentrated principally 
on the oils, as a result of gasoline 
price cuts and the increase in crude 
oil production and gasoline supplies, 
whte the drop in the prices of raw 
and refined sugar to the lowest level 
in two years provided an excuse for 
hammering down the stocks of ‘hese 
companies. Some of these dipped 
to the lowest levels of the year. 

Wresting leadership of the public 
utility group from American Water 
Works, West Pennsylvania Power, 
a closely associated company, figured 
in a sensational advance of almost 
ten points to a new 1924 top price 
at 68. Closing the day with a net 
gain of 8 5-8 points, its strentgth 
had a tonic effect on the public utili- 


ty group. American Water Works 
issues were 1 to 3 1-2 points higher, 
both the six and seven per cent pre- 
ferred touching new high levels for 
the year at 80 and 93 1-2 respec- 
tively. 

Leadership of the rail move was 
shared by Southern railway and Mis- 
souri Pacific preferred, both of which 
scaled new peak prices for the year.

IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, June 5.—Showers likely to 
afford at least temporary relief from 
dry weather in portions of the spring 
crop area had considerable to do to- 
day with lowering the price of wheat. 
Closing quotations in the wheat mar- 
ket here were unsettled, at 5-8 to 
11-Sc net decline, July 1041-8 to 
104 1-4 and September 105 7-8 to 106, 
with corn unenanged to 3-8@1-2c off, 
vats showing 1-4 to 11-4c gain, and 
provisions 2 to 10¢ down. 

With the weather map indicating 
that more or less moisture had beeu 
supplied to wheat -fields at various 
places, wheat holders in Chicago un- 
loaded for some time after the vpen- 
ing, and although the market then ral. 
lied the available buying power failed 
to last and fresh declines ensued in 
the late trading. By some observers, 
weakness of the market was ascribed 
partly to President Coolidge’s refusal 
to indorse a proposed substitute for 
the McNary-Haugen bill. On the 
other hand, the transient rally wus 
associated with word of export pur- 
chasing at Winnipeg and with gossip 
that European bids for United States 
wheat were about at an’ export basis. 

On the bear side of the wheat 
market some emphasis was put on 
the fact that Liverpool quotations had 
made but little response to yesterday's 
advance on this side of the Atlantic. 
It was also pointed out that with 
harvest only a few weeks away there 
is 20,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
Kansas City, Chicago and Omaha 
against 6,800,000 bushels a year ago 

Announcement that the lowa ecoru 
crop outlook was the poorest in many 
years largely counterbalanced in the 
corn market the effect of warm weath- 
er and wheat weakness. Scarcity of 
supplies here led to sharply higher 
prices for oats. 

Provivions eased down in line with 
hog values.

existing level. 

Southern railway sold at 55 1-2 
last Mareh the day the initial div- 
idend was declared. It then sold 
off with the rest of the market but 
made a new high yesterday at 53 and 
another new.one early today above 59. 
In the best banking circles here there 
Is not the slightest doubt but that 
the advance in Southern represents 
real buying by people who want the 
stock, thinking it cheap for a long 
pull en its income return and earn- 
ings prospects. 

Today’s most interesting cevelop- 
ment was a cut in the tank wagon 
price of gasoline of 2 1-2c a gallon 
upstate by the Standard Oil Company 
of New York tegether with dispatches 
from the west that the state of South 
Dakota had again gone into the busi- 
ness of retailing gasoline. This an- 
nouncement was followed by Washing- 
ton information to the effect that new 
high record for all time was made 
during the month of April and also 
an increase in gasoline on hand. Gaso- 
line production for the month of April

was given at 754,773,232 gallons and 
increase over March of 11,000,000 gal- 
lons. The April inérease, it was 
pointed out, followed the March in- 
crease of 45,000,000 gallons above 
the previous high established in Jan- 
uary. Stocks of gasoline on May 1 
were 1,607,786,404 gallons, an in-

Production of automobiles for the 
month of May, including passenger 
cars and trucks, amounted to 301,200 
or 19 per cent less than for April, 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce reported today. 

A poor showing is made by the 
railroads for the month of April in 
the final earnings statement publish- 
ed today by the bureau of railway 
economies, an organization maintain- 
ed by the carriers. Gross for this 
April was $474.821.000, a decrease of 
$48.482,000 or 9.3 per cent compared 
with a year ago, with net operating 
income of $61,821,000, a decrease of

Its Provisions 


Washington, June 5.—Full publie- 
ity and limitation of campaign contri- 
butions and other drastic regulations 
tor conduct of elections of members of 
congress and presidential electors are 
provided in a complete new corrupt 
practices act which has been agreed 
upon by conferees on the postal sat- 
ary increase bill. The senate adopted 
the conference report today. 

The conferees accepted the Cable 
corrupt practices act, tacked on’ by 
the house as an amendment to the 
postal bill, instead of the Borah 
smendment, providing merely for pub- 
licity of campaigu contributions. 

Campaign expenditures are limited 
under the act to $10,000 for a senator 
and $2,500 for a representative, or 
three cents for every vote cast at the 
last general election, provided the to- 
tal amount does not exceed $25,000 
for a senator or $5,000 for a repregen- 
tative. State laws which fix lower 
amounts supersede the act. 

The treasurer of every campaign 
eommittee is required to keep a com. 
plete record of each contribution 
made, with the name and address ot 
the donor, and each expenditure, and 
the name and address of the party to 
whom it is paid, and the date. 

He is required to file with the clerk 


cf. the house of. representatives a list 
of all contributions over $100, ana 
every expenditure over $10. A com- 
jete record for the. year-must be 
jled on the first of January every 
year, and reports,must be made be- 
tween the first and tenth of March, 
June and September, and also be- 
tween the tenth azd fftteenth of each 
ménth and on the fifth of the month 
preceding an election. 

The act makes it unlawful to give 
directly or indirectly any promises or 
pledges of appointments or even to 
use influence for appoimtments In ex: 
cliange for support, and requires sen- 
ators and. representatives to make a 
sworn statement to the clerk of the 
hcusé on this point, when they file an 
itemized account of their election 
expenditures, which is required. _ 

No national bank or corporation 
could make a contribution to any cam- 
paign fund under this act. A fine of 
$5,000 for a cornoration violating this 
provision and $1,000 for any member 
of the corporation is the penalty pro- 
vided. ie: 

Violation of the other provisions 
eerries a fine of — or a yeare 
imprisonment, or both. 
violation is penalized bv a fine of $10. 
000 or two vears’ imprisonment.
